Boering’s promise to “blow little England 
out of the ocean in ten days!” 


Do you mind a little story that I’d like 
to send over a world-wide network? A 
few days ago we were in a general store 
(and post office) on the north shore of 
the Cape (please forgive me, South Shore 
—the same would happen anywhere down 
here! )—when a very charming old lady 
dropped in to get the day’s order. She 
passed her neatly written list to the 
storekeeper (and Postmaster) who started 
to collect the required articles. “Dozen 
egegs—loaf white bread—unsliced—pound 
butter” he droned—and then the town sir- 
en started to go all-out with a scream 
that would almost wake the peaceful 
townsfolk in the neighboring cemetery. 
The storekeeper listened intently for a 
moment, and as the siren continued its 
steady blasts he reached below the coun- 
ter and pulled forth his Air Raid Warden’s 
arm band—and like a shot he was out of 
the store and across the street to his post 
of duty—to join a dozen or more of his 
fellow townspeople in their calm and me- 
thodical stopping of cars—manning the 
fire trucks—and clearing the way for the 
Red Cross and Civilian Defense am- 
bulances. and rescue cars. Within two 
minutes the town was “At War!” Not a 
soul stirred—cars were at the sides of 
the road—houseowners were indoors— 
and grim-faced Americans were not laugh- 
ing at this practice ‘‘Alert’—nor were

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CAPE COD MEMORIES 


An account of “The Sign of The Motor Car”, one of Cape Cod’s most famous 
Inns, once located in Dennis; condensed for this program from the story of 
the Inn written by Mrs. Hayden Richardson. 


A short account of the origin of the 
“Sign of the Motor Car’ may be of in- 
terest to some of the many people who 
have aSked how and why we happened 
to start such a place. It represents the 
achievement of a strong desire of my 
husband’s and mine to live in the coun- 
try. 


About thirty years ago we were living 
in New York in a large room in one of 
the fascinating old brick houses on the 
south side of Washington Square. Our 
room, soon the center of the house, was 
invaded at all hours by many of the 
young and struggling artists, who bor- 
rowed butter, milk and bread, and sat 
by the fire to be cheered in lean times 
and rejoiced with when some discerning 
person paid good money for a picture. 
We had very little money but a large 
and happy disregard of that tiresome 
reality. 


With no more serious purpose than fill- 
ing spare time and gaining a little pocket 
money, I bought a jig saw and started 
a business that later grew to such pro- 
portions that it justified my husband’s 
giving up his work and becoming man- 
ager of it. Who can foresee what new 
form of amusement will catch like wild- 
fire and rush over the country? How 
little I thought of my jig saw as one of 
the paths to our country home! The 
“Perplexity Puzzle” we called it. With a 
young newspaper man to give intriguing 
names to the pictures, thirty young men 
from the Art Students League to cut skill- 
fully, and fourteen young women and 
girls to Sandpaper and finish, we became 
rather famous. To my great amusement 
I was headlined in one of the New York 
papers, featured as the “Puzzle Queen”. 

These were busy and prosperous days, 
but our road had not led to the country 
home. Then one afternoon an old college 
friend of my husband came in for tea; 
a quiet and simple thing to do, unless, 
as in this case you carry up your sleeve 
a prceposal that your host join you in a 
hunt for sunken treasure. In this friend’s 
pocket were histories, dates, charts, all 
authentic, and at the bottom of the Carib- 
bean Sea was. treasure—$7,000,000, no 
less. A group of congenial souls, mostly 
Harvard men, some of whom must have 
had money to play with as well as Viking 
blood, had chartered the racing yacht 
“Mayflower”, and wanted my husband, a 


kindred spirit, to join them. The business 
was running smoothly and, feeling sure 
I could manage alone, I urged and even 
pleaded with my husband to go; the 
pleading was superfluous. 


From the mooring I waved farewell as 
they sailed away. Then one day I was 
called to the telephone. An incoming 
steamer had sighted the “Mayflower” 
drifting dismantled and helpless at the 
mercy of a hurricane. It had been impos- 
Sible because of the tremendous seas and 
fearful wind to attempt a rescue. My thrill 
over my husband’s return, some days la- 
ter, was not even jarred when he ap- 
peared in some Sailor’s cast-off clothes, 
his head shaven like a convict’s and 
twenty-five cents in his. pocket, 


Soon, however, we realized that our 
nerves had felt the strain of those terri- 
fying days, and when I had been awaken- 
ed a few times in the middle of the night 
to find my husband trying to climb up 
the wall, declaring that he must “get 
out, get out” I decided we both needed 
a change and rest. We came to Cape 
Cod where my mother had a Summer 
home in Bass River, and spent quiet 
days in the woods and driving, about 
the country, loving it more every day, 
and dreading more and more a return to 
city life. 


Perhaps it was the blood of the sturdy 
Cape Codders surging through my veins 
hat made me so sure, and my husband 
with me, that we had found our home, 
when driving through Dennis one sunny 
day, we saw the little white house snug- 
gled back from the main road that later 
became the original tea house. We could 
not pass by. We found the key in the care 
oi a retired sea captain who lived across 
the way, and falling even more in love 
with the inside than the outside, both 
knew at once that we must have this 
home. We bought it, leaving all details 
of living in it to be solved after it was 
ours. We arrived in Dennis, bags, bag- 
gage, and puzzle business in the spring 
of 1910; then the tea house idea began 
to form. 


I remember as clearly as thought it 
were yesterday, the opening of the inn. 
By the entrance we had hung with great 
pride our freshly painted sign, “The Sign

My husband had spent 
many days in the kitchen, studying his 
new profession. He was a born cook, al- 
though he had never tried it before. Many 
dozens of eggs were wasted before he 
considered himself master of his art. On 
the opening day he had ready delicious 
supplies of food for a small army of 
guests. Little Minnie, the Italian girl we 
had brought with us from the city, look- 
ing so pretty in her freshly starched pink 
dress, white apron and cap had arranged 
and rearranged the last tea cup and 
saucer. I had given a last touch to the 
flowers, put a last log on the fire, and as 
there was nothing left to do but hope, 
we assembled ourselves in the front room 
and sat with our eyes glued tothe window. 
The hours passed, the cars passed by; 
not one of the motorists even glanced at 
our bright new sign. As the clock struck 
six, sounding the knell of all our expecta- 
tions, we almost wept together, but de- 
cided instead to eat the good food, over 
which we had labored in vain. We found 
the food delicious, particularly the lob- 
ster; it filed us with new courage. We 
laughed over our dismal opening and set 
about making plans for another day.

“Pride of the Yankees”, playing at the 
Cape Cinema for ous week starting Thurs- 
day following a gala reserved seat prem- 
iere on Wednesday evening at 9:15, is 
not a baseball picture, although the pas- 
sage of time is told by the pennants fly- 
ing over the ball parks.
